The dispute that was referred for adjudication as per G.O. Rt. No. 1824 
69|LSWD dated 15-9-1969 to this court is the dismissal of Sri Thangiah 
(EG . No. 5 ) , worker in the Lower Division of Nettigudi Estate, tea 
estate at Munnar belonging to the Maragernent. 

The case of the Management is that the worker Sri Thangiah and another 
worker came to the estate on 28th , 29th and 30th September 1965 and shouted 
to the pluckers not to break back double leaf or banjis above the mattum and 
not to weigh the plucked leaf in the field , that in doing so he was instigating 
the workers to flout the orders given by the management without any lawful 
justification , that the action of Sri Thangah amounted to misconduct within 
the meaning of Clause 22 ( a ) and ( h ) of the Standing Orders , that therefore 
he was charge -sheeted and a domestic erquiry was conducted against him 
and that on the basis of the findings in the enquiry he was dismissed from 
service. 

The case of the union is that Sri Thangiah did not incite the Workers 
not to break back coarse leaves, but that they refused to do so on their 
own accord . 

The Union had a further case that the enquiry was not properly 
conducted and that the extreme penalty of dismissal was awarded to the 
worker in question as an act of victimisation in view of his responsible 
position as President of the Sub - committee of the Devicolam Estate Workers 
Union constituted for the estate in question . 

After enquiry a learned predecessor of mine came to the conclusion that 
the enquiry was properly conducted that the workers was given reasonable 
opportunity to defend himself that the finding of the enquiry officer was 
based on evidence and that the enquiry was therefore not improper or vitiated. 

It was however held that the punishment meted out was excessive, and 
that a lenient view was called for in the circumstances of the case. Accord 
ingly my learned predecessor passed an order directing the management 
of Nettigudi Estate, Munnar to reinstate Sri Thangiah with one half of the 
back wages. 

The Management challenged the above order by filing 0.P. No. 64 | 77 -G 
before the Hon ble High Court contending that this court has no power to inter 
fere with the punishment under Section 11 - A of the Industrial Disputes Act 

the reference by the Government was made before Section 11 - A 
introduced into the Industrial Disputes Act by the Management. The union 
filed O.P. No. 56277 contending that this was a case of victimisation of the 
worker, that this aspect was in the background of this court in entering 
upon an examination of the propriety the punishment, and that the findings 
regarding the domestic enquiry are not sustainable. The Hon ble High Court 
held that this court had no jurisdiction to interfere with the punishment under 
Section 11- A of the Act in this case . The Hon ble High Court did not go 
into the aspect of the case placed by the learned counsel of the union as the 


was 


as 
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award has to be set aside even otherwise. The award was accordingly set 
aside and the case was remanded to this court with a direction to deal with 
the reference in the light of the observations in the judgment and on the 
pleadings and materials already on record. 

The question that arises for consideration is whether the award is liable 
to be set aside on the ground of victimisation . 

The Point: - I have gone through the proceedings of the domestic enquiry . 
I find that evidence was led by the management showing that the workman 
in question and another workman came to the field on 28th , 29th and 30th 
September 1965 and called upon the pluckers not to break back double leaf 
or banjis above the mattum and not to weigh the leaf in the field . The 
witnesses who spoke about these facts have been cross-examined by the 
worker in question . I find that the conclusion reached by the enquiry officer 
is based on the evidence adduced . 

It is contended that this is a case of victimisation as the worker in 
question was the office bearer of the union . The findings against him regard 
ing the acts alleged is based on evidence. There is no irregularity in the 
conduct of the enquiry and there is no scope to infer that this is a false case 
brought against the workman as he happened to be an office bearer of the 
union . Just because the delinquent worker happens to be the office bearer 
of the union , it is not justifiable to infer that the punishment was an act of 
victimisation when the evidence before the enquiry authority , proved the 
facts alleged against him . I am therefore of opinion that the plea of 
ictimisation is not made out. 

It is contended for the union that the punishment is out of proportion 
to the seriousness of the misconduct alleged and that this fact raises an 
inference of victimisation . This is a case where the workman entered the 
estate where the other workman were engaged in their duties and tried to 
induce them not to do their duty. If the workman as a trade union worker 
wanted to persuade the workmen to strike work as a mode of pressing their 
demands and made his exhortation from outside the estate the position would 
have been different. I am therefore of the view that no inference of victi 
misation can be drawn . 

Since this Court has no power to interfere with the punishment in this 
case all that remains to uphold the same. 

In the result I pass an award upholding the order of dismissal of Sri. 
Thangiah and rejecting the claim of the Union . Parties to bear costs in 
the circumstance. 

This award will come into force 30 days after publication of the same 
in the Kerala Government Gazette.

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Dismissal of Shri M. Narayanan Nair by a Co - operative Society where 
he was employed as the Secretary , is the issue referred for adjudication by 
Government as per G. O. (Rt.) No. 532|76 |LBR dated 8-4-1976 . 
2 . Certain facts are admitted and they are the following : - 

Shri Narayanan Nair was initially appointed as a part-time Clerk -cum 
Supervisor in the Society on a monthly salary of Rs. 75 with effect from 
12-1-1970 as per Ext. W1 order. He was later sent for Co -operative Training 
and employed as a full-time Clerk in June 1971. Thereafter he was promoted 
as the Secretary in July 1971. He was placed under suspension while functioning 
as the Secretary with effect from 3-6-1972 and finally dismissed with effect 
from 11-8-1972. It is the correctness of that dismissal that is being challenged 
here. 

3. According to Shri Narayanan Nair his probation was only for six months 
and he was dismissed without a show cause notice or a domestic enquiry. 
In effect it was a punishment in violation of all principles of natural justice. 
Therefore he is entitled to reinstatement. 

4. The Management on the other hand contends in its written statement 
that the probation period of Shri Narayanan Nair as the Secretary was one 
year and that his performance during that period was most unsatisfactory 
and that therefore he was dismissed for that reason . It is also alleged that 
he was instrumental for serious loss to the Society and that prosecutions and 
arbitration cases were initiated against him . The stand taken up by the 
Society is that Shri Narayanan Nair if at all he is not guilty of overt acts 
of misconduct he is inefficient and therefore unfit to hold the post of the 
Secretary and therefore he cannot in any event be reinstated . 

5. The evidence consists of the testimony of ww1, MW1, Exts . W1 to W4 
and M1. wwi is Shri Narayanan Nair and MW1 is the present Secretary 
of the Society . Ext. M1 is the bye -laws applicable to this Society . 

6. It is admitted by ww1 that he is now employed as a regular employee 
by the Kerala Government. It is further conceded that the claim for rein 
statement is not pressed . All that the employee now wants is to establish 
that he was dismissed for no fault of himself. 

7. The contention of the Management that it had authority to dismiss 
Shri Narayanan Nair for the reason that his performance during the probation 
period was unsatisfactory cannot be accepted . The dispute relating to the 
length of the probation period is not pressed by the workman . It is admitted 
before me that the probation was for a period of one year . Shri Narayanan 
Nair is seen to have been suspended pending enquiry and finally dismissed 
without an enquiry . Ext. W3 contains copies of three resolutions passed by 
the Society . The first resolution is the one under which Shri Narayanan 
Nair was placed under suspension . The second resolution relates to the grant 
of subsistence allowance. The third one is the final dismissal order . What 
is stated in the dismissal order is that Shri Narayanan Nair is dismissed for 
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grave acts of dereliction of duty during the probation period . No attempt 
Is made by the Management to show that Shri Narayanan Nair had committed 
any particular misconduct. No show cause notice was issued to Shrt 
Narayanan Nair before placing him under suspension. There was no charge 
sheet or a domestic enquiry. The dismissal order Ext. W3 is clear in its 
wording that it is by way of a punishment for certain misconduct and what 
that misconduct is not revealed so far. It is nati an innocent order of 
termination of the services of a probationer for unsatisfactory performance 
But that is a dismissal by way of a punishmen t inflicted without giving an 
opportunity to the affected workman to explain his position . So that dismissal 
order as it is cannot be sustained . 

8. The Management had not attempted to adduce evidence before this 
Court on any particular misconduct alleged to have been committed by Shri 
Narayanan Nair. Of course it is stated in the written statement of the 
Society that Shri Narayanan Nair was instrumental for committing monetary 
loss to the Society for which prosecutions were initiated against him . There 
was criminal case before the Magistrate s Court in which 
Narayanan Nair was convicted. It is the admitted case that Shri Narayanan 
Nair was honourably acquitted by the Sessions Court. There was also a 
prosecution before the Special Judge, Trichur as C.C. 93 of 1976 in which 
Shri Narayanan Nair was the second accused. The then President of the 
Society was the first accused . The Special Judge in his judgement, 
copy 

of which is Ext. W4, had acquitted Shri Narayanan Nair of 
the charges of misappropriation raised against him and the President was 
convicted and sentenced. It is observed in Ext. W4 that Shri Narayanan 
Nair was not in actual physical control of the cash of the Society even though 
Ext. Mi bye- laws insists that the Secretary is the custodian of the same. 
There was yet another prosecution against the then President as C.C. 92 of 
1976 before the same learned Special Judge. Certified copy of the judgment 
in that case available among the records was not marked . I am marking 
the same as Ext. W5 . It is seen from Ext. W5 that the President was 
convicted in that case also . The observations in Exts . W4 and W5 are to 
the effect 

that Shri Narayanan Nair , a probationer and in that way 
inexperienced , was not actually managing the cash and the affairs of the 
Society and that the President taking advantage of the situation was in 
actual control and the misappropriations were committed by the President 
himself. It is said that this contention of Shri Narayanan Nair found favour 
with the Co -operative Tribunal also in the arbitration cases filed against him 
by the Society . Probably it is in view of these developments that the Manage 
ment did not attempt to substantiate its case before this Court. From the 
available facts and circumstances it can easily be said that the dismissal 
was not warranted. So that dismissal has to be set aside . 

9. Now we come to the question of reliefs. The normal relief of reinstate 
ment is not requested by the workman as he is better provided now in 
Government service. He has claimed backwages. But it is seen that the 
Society placed Shri Narayanan Nair under suspension when it was noticed 


by the governing body that there were misappropriation of its funds during 
the period when Shri Narayanan Nair was the Secretary . As per the provisions 
of the bye- laws of the Society the Secretary was in charge of the cash . So 
the suspension was on reasonable basis. The innocence of Shri Narayanan 
Nair was proved subsequently in the prosecutions. Even Shri Narayanan 
Nair claimed reinstatement only after the acquittal by the Sessions Court. 
Later he has obtained another job in Government service. In these state 
of affairs it is not fair to burden the Society with liability for payment of 
arrears in wages. All that I can do in the circumstances of this case is 
to set aside the dismissal of Shri Narayanan Nair holding that he was innocent. 

10 . In the result an award is passed holding that the dismissal was not 
proper. But Shri Narayanan Nair is not granted the relief of reinstatement 
as that claim is now given up. No other reliefs are granted for the reasons 
already mentioned.

AWARD 
The issue referred for adjudication by Government as per G O. ( Rt.) 
No. 267 78 L & H dated 15-2-1978 is " termination of service of 
Sri P. R. Ramachandran ." 
2 . Shri Ramachandran employed as a Craper in the 

H. M. T. Ltd., 
Kalaniassery was on authorised leave till 15-12-1976. His case as revealed 
in the claim statement and the rejoinder is that he was unwell and under 
treatment till 24-12-1976 and returned for duty for the first shift on 
27-12-1976 with the necessary 

medical certit.cate and 

fitness 
certificate frora the E.S.I. Hospital, 25th and 26th being holidays and that 
then he was no permitted entrance to the factory. He received Ext. W1 
communication issued by the Management on 24-12-1976 stating that he 
had lcst his lien for absence without leave. He was not given any 
opportunity to explain his position nor was there any disciplinary proceed 
ings. His services were terminated without valid reasons and therefore 
he is liable to be reinstated with all benefits . 

3. The contention of the Management is that Shri P. R. Ramachandran 
had lost his lien by operation of Clause 19 (4 ) of Ext. M3 certified Standing 
orders applicable to the establishment and there was no termination as is 
contended. The lien is automatically lost as per the particular provision 
of the standing orders and it is unnecessary to give an opportunity to the 
employee to explain his position . It is also not necessary to have any 
enquiry. There was no overtact of termination by the management and 
the employee himself is responsible for loss of his lien . 

4 . Shri Ramachandran had given evidence as WW1. The documenis on 
his side are Exts. W1, W1( a ) and W2. Ext. wi is a copy of Ext . w1( a ) 
letter 

dated 24-12-1976 under which the Management had intimated 
Shri Ramachandran that he had lost his lien in the employment of the 
Company. Ext. w1( a ) was replied Shri Ramachandran in Ext. M2 
dated 28-12-1976 . Ext. M1 letter dated 27-12-1976 

was sent ly 
Shri Ramachandran on that day to the Management when he was refused 
admission to the Factory . Exts. M1 and M2 were proved by MW1, the 
Section Manager, under whom Shri Ramachandran was working in the 
Factory. The only other document available is Ext. M3 standing orders. 

5. That Shri Ramachandran did not attend duty for more than eight days 
consecutively without proper leave is admitted . He who was on leave 
should normally have reported for duty after the expiry of the leave on 
10-12-1976 . The Management issued intimation in Ext. Wi ( a ) on 24-12-1976 
stating that the lien stands lost by virtue of Clause 19 (4 ) of Ext. M3 which 
reads as follows :-- 

" Absence without leave : 
If a workman remains absent beyond the period of leave originally 
granted or subsequently extended, he shall lose his lien on his 
appointment unless he ( a ) returns within 8 days of the expiry of the 
leave and ( b ) explains to the satisfaction of the manager his inability 
to return before the expiry of his leave ." 
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There is no corroboration of the evidence of wwi that he was really unwell 
and laid up during the crucial interval Of course it is mentioned in 
Ext. Mi that the E.S.I. certificates are also forwarded. The management 
has no case that the enclosures were not received. There is an argument 
for the learned counsel for Shri Ramachandran that those certificates if 
produced would have shown that Shri Ramachandran was really unwell. But 
those certificates were not forwarded before the 24th of December 1976 to 
the Management. He produced them only along with Ext. M1. In the 
meanwhile the operation of S.O. 19 ( 4 ) had automatically come into effect. 
So even if the certificates are produced here it cannot come to the rescue 
of Shri Ramachandran according to the Management. If S.O. 19 (4 ) had 
automatic application as is contended by the Management then of course 
the production of the certificates later cannot in any way improve the 
situation . 

6. The learned counsel appearing on behalf of Shri Ramachandran has a 
contention that s . 0. 19 (4 ) extracted above does not conform with model 
Standing Orders provided in Clause 10 ( 3 ) of Schedule I of the Kerala 
Standing Orders Rules. That par.icular rule is as follows: 

" A workman who rentains absent beyond a period of eight days without 
leave , will be liable to forfeit his lien in the post if he fails to give 
reasonable cause for his absence upon a notice being issued by the 
management to show cause why his lien in the post should not be 

terminated." 
The argument is that the stipulation disadvantageous to the workman 
In the clause in Ext. M3 extracted earlier should be discarded as ineffective 
in the light of this model Standing Order. The answer of the learned 
counsel for the Management is that the establishment concerned is one 
having Branches in other states as well and that the appropriate Govern 
ment in relation to this establishment is the Central Government and the 
Standing Orders had been certified as per the Central Standing Order Rules 
and that clause 19 (4 ) is in essence a reproduction of the relevant provision 
of the Central Model Standing Orders. Sub- clause ( 3 ) of Clause 9 of the 
Model Standing Orders provided under Schedule I of the Industrial Employ 
ment ( Standing Orders ) Central Rules reads as follows: 

" If the workman remains absent beyond the period of leave originally 
granted or subsequently extended , he shall lose his lien on his appoint 
ment unless he ( a ) returns within 8 days of the expiry of the leave 
and (b ) explains to the satisfaction of the employer or the officer 
specified in this behalf by the employer his inability to return before 
the expiry of his leave . In case the workman loses his lien on his 

appointment, he shall be entitled to be kept on the badli list." 
It needs hardly be mentioned that s.o. 19 (4 ) quoted earlier is in essence 
a reproduction of the Central Model Standing Orders on the subject. The 
Central Standing Order Rules is what is applicable to this establishment 
and therefore the criticism that s.o. 19 ( 4 ) offends the Model Standing 
Orders provided by the Kerala Rules is not acceptable . 
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7. Yet another argument raised by the learned counsel for the workman 
is that s . 0. 19 (4 ) is insisting on an impossibility when it says that the 
workman has to return within eight days of the expiry of leave even in 
cases where he is physically handicapped. But the particular clause has to be 
read as a whole . The penal provision will come into operation only in cases 
where the leave had originally been granted or extended and the failure to 
appear occurs within the time limit after the expiry of such original or 
extended leave . There are effective me: sures under which the workman can 
apply for extension of the leave. If a workman is unwell he can forward 
his leave application supported by medical certificate for an extension or a 
further extension of the leave. We have to remember that the workmen 
are presumed to be aware of the particular provision in the Standing Orders. 
So it canno be said thas the workman entertained a bona fide belief that he 
need produce the leave application and the necessary medical cerificate only 
at his leisure when he returns for duty . So there is no impossible clause in 
S.O. 19 (4 ) which is practically a re- production of the Model Standing Orders 
provided in the Central Rules. 

8. The learned counsel for the workman has a further argument that 
absence without leave is a misconduct under Clause 21 of Ext. M3 and there. 
fore disciplinary proceedings should have been initiated giving the workman 
an opportunity to defend himself . The relevant provision is Clause 21.05 of 
Ext. M3 which reads as follows : 

" Habitual absence without leave or without permission or absence 

without leave for more than ten days consecutively .” 
The misconduct provided therein and a contingency arising under 
S.O. 19 ( 4 ) are different. In one case there is an automatic lose of lien and 
the other gives room for punishment if proved as a misconduct. There 
is nothing wrong in the Management acting under 5.0.19 ( 4 ) when the con 
ditions provided therein are satisfied . That the position is so had been held 
by the Supreme Court in National Engineering Industries v . Hanuman ( 1967 
II L.L.J. 883 ) . 

S. Relying on the decision of the Supreme Court in Delhi Cloth & General 
Mills Ltd., v. Shambhu Nath Mukherjee ( 1978 I L.L.J.1 ) it is argued by the 
learned counsel for the workman that striking of the name of the workman 
as per Ext. Wi ( a ) is termination amounting to retrenchment making it 
obligatory on the part of the Management to follow the formalities provided 
under Sec. 25F of the Industrial Disputes Act and the failure to do so in the 
instant case would result in a finding that the workman is still in service. In 
interpreting a provision in the Standing Orders applicable to the establishment 
involved in that case reading as follows: 

" If any workman absents for more than eight consecutive days his 
services shall be terminated and shall be treated having 

left the 
service without notice." 
it was observed by Their Lordships in para 15 of the judgment as follows: 

" Striking off the name of the workman from the rolls by the manage 
ment is termination of his service. Such termination of service is 
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retrenchment within the meaning of S. 2 (00 ) of the Act. There is 
nothing to show that the provisions of S. 25F ( a ) and ( b ) were com 
plied with by the management in this case. The provisions of S. 25F ( a ), 
the proviso apart, and (b ) are mandatory and any order of retrenchment, 

in violation of these two peremptory conditions precedent, is invalid ." 
The learned counsel for the workman wants me to accept the above dicium 
as applicable to the present case. But I cannot agree with the learned 
counsel on this aspect. The particular provision of the Standing Orders that 
was interpreted by Their Lordships has practically nothing in common with 
the one with which we are concerned . There the Standing Order insists on 
an order of termination whereas in the case in hand the operation is automatic. 
In such cases the pronouncement in National Engineering Industries v . 
Hanuman ( supra ) is what is applicable. 

10. On merits also Shri Ramachandran does not deserve any sympathy. 
It is admitted by him that he was operating a bus of his own at the relevant 
time. Of course he had attempted to state in re- examination that the bus 
belongs to his father though it was registered in his name. It appears that 
he was more interested in his lucrative transport business than the employ 
ment under this Management. In these state of affairs I find no reason why 
I should interfere with the loss of lien brought about by Shri Ramachandran 
by his own absence without leave. 

11. In the result an award is passed holding that there was no termination 
of service of Sri P. R. Ramachandran and that it was a case of automatic 
lose of licn by the workman s absence without leave.

No. 639/79/L & H dated 30-4-1979 is the " termination of service of Shri 
Perunna Thomas ." 

2. The workman his filed his claim statement even though the Union 
had also entered its app :arance in which it is said that he was dismissed 
without proper reasons even without conducting an enquiry. Reinstatement 
is what is claimed . 

3. The management in its written statement contends that the services 
of Shri Thomas were terminated on account of his continued absence 
causing great inconvenience to the management and therefore there are no 
reasons to grant the reliefs claimed . 

4. On the above pleading this case and the connec: ed case concerning 
the same parties ordered to be tried jointly were being posted for evidence 
at which stage was reported that Shri Thomas is no more . 

The case was 
being posted for impleading his legal representatives if any. 

But no 
application was filed for impleading his legal representatives. The Union 
and the counsel appearing for the Union were also absent when the case 
was taken up on 5-1-1981 .

The issue referred for adjudication by Government as per G. O. (Rt.) 
No. 1146 / 79/ L & H dated 8-8-1979 is the dismissal of Shri 

Subrumoniam , a 
worker of the Nyamakad Estate , Munnar . 

II. The dismissal was after a domestic enquiry. The Union challenged 
the validity of the domestic enquiry and therefore that aspect was tried as a 
preliminary issue. My finding on that matter was rendered as per my order 
dated 21-10-1980. The facts necessary for the disposal of the case have been 
narrated in that order. Therefore it is unnecessary to repeat them . I shall 
kere extract that order in full: 


" ORDER 
Shri Subramonian , a worker of the Nyamakad Estate was dismissed 
finding him guilty of the following charge: 

"" Theft, fraud or dishonesty in connection with the employer s 
business or property in that you stole 5 C. L sheets belonging to the 
Company from reclamation A shed on 15-4-1978 . These sheets 
were subsequently identified in your line room No. 06.92, 5th Unit , 
Panchayat No. MP X /357/4 on 22nd April 1978 and taken into Raja 

mallay Office on 24-4-1978" . 
The correctness of the dismissal is being challenged by the Union . 

2. Certain facts are admitted . Shri Subramonian , an ordinary worker of 
the Estate, was having his residence with family in a line rooin allotted to 
him by the Management. On 19-4-1978 the Assistant Manager of the Estate 
discovered five corrugated iron sheets in the line room occupied by Shri 
Subramonian , Corrugated iron sheets of a dismantled structure were being 
stored in reclamation A shed belonging to the company. From out of that 
stock the Management had permitted one Mr. Lekshmanan to remove 12 sheets 
to his native place . The balance was available in the shed . Shri Subramonian 
when questioned about the c . I. sheets in his possession told the Assistant 
Manager on 19-4-1978 that he had purchased the sheets from Lekshmanan . 
He also produced the original pass that was issued to Shri Lekshmanan . The 
Management thereupon issued a memo to Shri Subramonian asking him to 
explain why action should not be taken against him for involving in an un 
authorised business transaction to which he submitted an explanation on 
20-4-1978 stating that it was a bona fide purchase from Shri Lekshmanan . 
The Management was not satisfied with the above explanation as it had 
other information that the five sheets were stolen away in the night of 
15-4-1978. It was of the view that the theft was committed at the instance 
of Shri Subramonian with the help of three other persons M /s Kaladi, Sappani 
and Suppiah , all workers of the Estate . Statements of M /s Kaladi and 
Suppiah were recorded by the Manager on 22-4-1978 wherein they said that 
they assisted Shri Subramonian to remove the sheets to the latter s residence 
on the representation that he had obtained the prior permission of the 
Conductor n remove them . Therefore a fresh show cause notice was issued 
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on 24-4-1978 in answer to which Shri Subramonian on 27-4-1978 submitted an 
explanation stating that M /s Kaladi, Sappani and Suppiah , three of the workers of 
the estate , brought the sheets to his residence at midnight on 15-4-1978 and 
sold it to him for Rs 100 on the representation that it is their property . He 
purchased it after obtaining written undertakings from M /s 
Kaladi that they are responsible for any consequence that may arise out of 

Sappani and 
the transaction. He is an innocent purchaser of a property for valuable 
consideration and he is not guilty of any misconduct. This explanation also 
was not satisfactory and therefore the Management ordered a domestic enquiry. 

3 . The Labour Officer of the Management conducted the domestic enquiry 
in which Shri Subramonian participated throughout. He did not adduce any 
oral evidence, but produced the two undertakings said to have been issued 
by Sappani and Kaladi at the time of the alleged sale. The Enquiry Officer 
found him guilty of the misconduct . That finding was accepted by the 
Management and the penalty inflicted . 

4. The Union in its claim statement repeats the explanation submitted by 
Shri Subramonian on 27-4-1978. In addition it is alleged that there was no 
proper domestic enquiry. It is also said that Shri Karuppasamy, a Supervisor, 
was on inimical terms with Shri Subramonian and Mr. Karuppasamy s 
henchmen Kaladi, Sappani and Suppiah at the instance of Shri Karuppasamy 
trapped Shri Subramonian by involving him in the transaction and reporting 
the matter later to the Management. The claim is for reinstatement witt 
all benefits . 
5. The question as to whether there was 

domestic enquiry was 
tried as a preliminary issue. No oral evidence was adduced by either side at 
the staze. It was conceded by the Union that the enquiry file can be marked 
without the examination of the Enquiry Officer. So it was marked as Exi. 
M1. Ext. M2, the other document marked on admission , is the certified 
Standing Orders applicable to this establishment. 

6. No victimisation is attrimuted to the Management. The allegation 
is that one Karuppasamy, Supervisor is the Villain of the show . It is not even 
alleged that the Management is in any way interested in Karuppasamy. 
Admittedly the Management acted on reasonable suspicion on the discovery 
of corrugated iron sheets at the residence of Shri Subramonian . So the 
action of the Management is bona fide. The Management is seen to 
given all opportunities to Shri Subramonian to explain his position . There 
is no contention that the Labour Officer who acted as the Enquiry Officer was 
in any way biased . The workman participated at the enquiry and he was 
given opportunity to cross- examine all the witnesses for the Management. 
He was also given a chance to adduce his evidence. There is no serious 
dispute regarding the formalities at the enquiry . The documents show that 
there was a fair and impartial enquiry. So the enquiry in form and prewedure 
was correct and proper . 
7. The main objection of the learned counsel for the Union is that the

evidence available did not establish the guilt of Shri Subramonian . 
witnesses were examined on the side of the Management at the enquiry.

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The first witness is Shri Karuppasamy of whom reference is made in the claim 
statement. Witness Nos. 3 and 4 are Kalady and Suppiah . They state that 
they assisted Shri Subramonian in the night of 15-4-1978 to remove the incri 
minating articles from the Management s shed where it was stored to 
Subramonian s residence. They say that they were reluctant to participate 
in this venture and that finally they agreed to help only on the assurance 
given by Shri Subramonian that he had valid authority from the Conductor 
for the removal and also under the influence of liquor supplied by Shri 
Subramonian . The first witness Shri Karuppasamy has no direct knowledge 
regarding the alleged theft. He claims to have gathered the information 
regarding the removal of the sheets from Ms Kalady and Suppiah and 
passed over the information to the Officers of the Management. The 2nd 
witness is the Assistant Manager who on receiving information from the 6th 
witness, the Conductor , inspected the line room of Shri Subramonian and 
recovered the sheets . The 7th witness is the Assistant Conductor who also 
has only hearsay information regarding the crucial matter. The 5th witness 
Shri Sholayappan was examined to say that Shri Kalady told him that the 
Theft was committed at the instance of Shri Subramonian . This in short 
is the oral evidence. 

8. From the available evidence it is clear that the whole case depends on 
the acceptability or otherwise of the verisons of witness Nos. 3 and 4 Mis 
Kalady and Suppiah . They admittedly have participated in the actual 
removal of the sheets. Their evidence show that they attempted to remove 
ten sheets and they could manage only five because of the heavy weight and 
that the remaining were abandoned on the way concealed under the bushes. 
Those five sheets were also recovered by the Management on the information 
supplied by these two witnesses. There is only the evidence of these witnesses 
that they were innocent participants instigated and influenced 

by Shri 
Subramonian and the drinks supplied by him . But it is hard to belive this 
version of these witnesses as admittedly Kalady and Sappani have issued the 
two undertakings marked as Exts. 1 and 2 on the side of the workman at 
the enquiry on 15-4-1978 itself. In those documents they have undertaken 
that they are responsible for any consequences that may arise out of the 
possession of these corrugated sheets by Shri Subramonian . There is no 
sat ctory explanation as to why they passed the undertakings to Shri 
Subramonian if as a matter of fact they were innocent and participated only 
al the instance of Shri Subramonian to reinove the incriminating articles. 
The only natural inference that could be drawn from the available circum 
stances is that these people are the real culprit and they somehow wanted to 
escape by putting forward a story that is convenient to their safety . So 
their evidence cannot be safely acted upon . When that is the position 
there is no acceptable proof in support of the conclusion of The Enquiry 
Officer that Shri Subramonian actually participated in the theft. So he 
cannot be held guilty of the actual theft. 

9. Now we have to see as to whether Shri Subramonian is guilty of any 
lesser offence, Admittedly he was found possessing five corrugated sheets 
belonging to the Management. He was aware that those articles belong to 
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the Management. When the articles were recovered on 19-4-1978 he gave an 
explanation that he had purchased il . from Letchmanan . lle also produced 
the pass that was issued to Shri Letchmanan from the Management for 
removal of some sheets. But subsequently he himself had admitted by 
adopting a different version that he had not purchased the sheets from 
Shri Letchmanan . The new defence was that he purchased it from M s 
Kalady , Sappani and Suppiah . He also produced the undertakings issued to 
him from Kalady and Sappani. The vidence is that I s Kalady. Sappany 
and Suppiah evidently removed the sheets from the place where it was stored . 
The conduct of Shri Subramonian on 19-4-1978 indicates that he did not 
want to reveal the names of the real culprits . On the other hand he wanted 
to take shelter under the pass that was originally issued to Shri Letchmanan. 
This conduct is sufficient to infer that Shri Subramonian is not an innocent 
purchaser of the articles and that he was fully aware that the articles were 
stolen by Shri Kalady and others. So he is a receiver of stolen property 
belonging to the Management. Therefore he is guilty of dishonesty in conne 
ction with the employer s property which is an offence as per clause 22 (c) 
of Ext. M2 Standing Orders. I find him guilty of that misconduct. 

10. In the result it is hereby ordered that there was a fair and impartial 
enquiry. But the finding of the Enquiry Officer that Shri Subramonian was 
guilty of the misconduct of theft is vacated . He is found zuilty of the mis 
conduct of dishonesty in relation to the Management s property." 
III. 

In view of the finding the only question remaining for consi 
deration is as to whether the punishment is proportionate to the misconduct 
proved. The Management relies on the service record of Shri Subramonian 
mentioned in Ext. Mi to argue that his antecedents are bad and therefore 
nothing short of dismissal will be adequate punishment. It can be seen from 
Ext. M1 that there are several warnings, suspensions and a dismissal 
previous punishments. (It appears that the dismissal was subsequently 
revoked ). Five out of those six punishments were for habitual absence and 
one for wilful damage . The previous records do not indicate that there was 
any dishonest action on his part previously. In the present case also the 
charge that Shri Subramonian was guilty of the offence of thelt is now 
found unsustainable. I found him guilty of dishonesty in relation to the 
Management s property only because he was found possessing the incrimina 
ting articles for which he had self contradictory explanations at various 
stages. In these state of affairs the extreme penalty of dismissal is too 
harsh especially when we notice that he had put in a substantially long 
period of service. However it may not be appropriate to direct the Manage 
ment to reinstate Shri Subramonian in the face of the unpleasant 
Jevelopments. The proper course, according to me, will be to convert tic 
dismissal into one of discharge. I grart that much relief to the workman .

IV . In the result an award is passed converting the dismissal 
Subramonian into one of discharge. The Management is directed to pay the 
benefits to Shri Subramonian as if he had been discharged on the date on 
which the dismissal was intended to take effect .

A reference was made to this Tribunal by Government of Kerala 
as per oder No. G.O.Rt.258 /74 /LBR dated 15-3-1974 . The order 
contained the following issues:

2 . After adducing oral and documentary evidence and after hearing 
the parties to the dispute an award was passed on 26-7-1977 . The 
management as well as the union challenged the award and filed O.P.Nos. 
4673177 /F . 178 /78 - D and 179/78 - D . By a common Judgement this was 
remanded to this court to reconsider issues (1), ( 2 ), (5 ) and (11) and also 
to the question as to the date from which the award shall come into 
operation .

THE SPECIAL BEARER BONDS (IMMUNITIES AND 
EXEMPTIONS) ORDINANCE , 1981 

(No. 1 of 1981) 
Promulgated by the President in the Thirty - first Year 

of the Republic of India 
An Ordinance to provide for certain immunities to holders of Special Bearer 

Bonds 1991 and for certain exemptions from direct taxes in relation 
to such bonds and for matters connected therewith . 


Whereas for effective economic and social planning it is necessary to 
canalise for productive purposes black money which has become a serious 
threat to the national economy; 

AND WHEREAS with a view to such canalisation the Central Government 
has decided to issue at par certain bearer bonds to be known as the Special 
Bearer Bonds, 1991, of the face value of ten thousand rupees and redemption 
value, after ten years, of twelve thousand rupees; 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for certain immunities and 
exemptions to render it possible for persons in possession of black money to 
invest the same in the said Bonds; 

AND WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate 
action ; 

G. 197 
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Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1 ) of 
article 123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance : - 

1. Shorl title, extent and commencernent.- (1) This Ordinance may be 
called the Special Bearer Bonds (Immunities and Exemptions) Ordinance, 
1981. 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of India . 

(3 ) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Definition . In this Ordinance, " Special Bearer Bonds" means the 
Special Bearer Bonds, 1991 , issued by the Central Government. 

3. Immunities .- (I) Notwithstanding anything contained in any other 
law for the time being in force, 

(a ) no person who has subscribed to or has otherwise acquired 
Special Bearer Bonds shall be required to disclose, for any purpose 
whatsoever , the nature and source of acquisition of such Bonds; 
(b ) 

no inquiry or investigation shall be commenced against any 
person under any such law on the ground that such person has subscribed 
to or has otherwise acquired Special Bearer Bonds; and 

(c) the fact that a person has subscribed to or has otherwise 
acquired Special Bearer Bonds shall not be taken into account and shall 
be inadmissible as evidence in any proceedings relating to any offence or 
the imposition of any penalty under any such law . 

(2) Nothing in sub -section (1) shall apply in relation to prosecution 
for any offence punishable under Chapter IX or Chapter XVII of the Indian 
Penal Code (45 of 1860) , the Prevention of Corruption Act, 1947 ( 2 of 1947 ) 
or any offence which is punishable under any other law and which is similar 
to an offence punishable under either of those Chapters or under that Act or 
for the purpose of enforcement of any civil liability . 

Explanation .--- For the purposes of this sub-section, “ civil liability " does 
not include liability by way of tax under any law for the time being in force . 

4. Acquisition , etc. , of Bonds not to be taken into account for certain 
proceedings. - Without prejudice to the generality of the provisions of 
section 3, the subscription to , or acquisition of, Special Bearer Bonds by any 
person shall not be taken into account for the purpose of any proceedings 
under the Income-tax Act, 1961 (43 of 1961) (hereinafter referred to as the 
Income- tax Act), the Wealth -tax Act, 1957 (27 of 1957 ) (hereinafter referred 
to as the Wealth -tax Act) or the Gift-tax Act, 1958 (18 of 1958 ) (hereinafter 
referred to as the Gift- tax Act) and in particular, no person who has 
subscribed to , or has otherwise acquired , the said Bonds shall be entitled 

(a ) to claim any set-off or relief in any assessment, re -assessment, 
appeal, reference or other proceeding under the Income-tax Act or to reopen 
any assessment or re -assessmentmade under that Act on the ground that he 
has subscribed to or has otherwise acquired the said Bonds; 
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(b ) to claim at any time before the date of maturity of the said Bonds 
that any asset which is includible in his net wealth for any assessment year 
under the Wealth - tax Act has been converted into the said Bonds; or 

(c ) to claim at any time before the date of maturity of the said Bonds 
that any sum credited in his books of account or otherwise held by him 
represents the consideration received by him for the transfer of the said 
Bonds. 

5. Amendment of Act 43 of 1961. - In the Income-tax Act, 

(a ) in section 2 , in clause (14 ), after sub-clause ( iv ), the following 
sub - clause shall be inserted , namely : 

Special Bearer Bonds , 1991, issued by the Central Govern 
ment; ; 

(b), in section 10, in clause (15), after sub -clause ( ia ), the follɔwing 
sub-clause shall be inserted , namely : 

" (ib ) premium on the redemption of Special Bearer Bonds, 
1991 ; " . 
6. Amendment of Act 27 of 1957. - In section 5 of the Wealth -tax Act, in 
sub -section (1), aſter clause (xvia ), the following clause shall be inserted , 
namely : 

" (xvib ) Special Bearer Bonds, 1991 ;” . 

7. Amendment of Act 18 of 1958. - In section 5 of the Gift-tax Act, in 
sub -section (1), after clause ( iiia ), the following clause shall be inserted , 
namely : 

" ( iiib ) of property in the form of Special Bearer Bonds, 1991; ” . 

8. Power to remove difficulties.- (1) If any difficulty arises in giving 
effect to the provisions of this Ordinance, the CentralGovernment may , by 
order, not inconsistent with the provisions of this Ordinance, remove the 
difficulty . 

(2) Every order made under this section shall, as soon as may be 
after it is made, be laid bcfore each House of Parliament.

At present survey stones are planted only on the field tri-junctions and 
ends of the (G , lines not coinciding with the field trijunction in all areas 
surveyed under Diagonal and Offset system except in the town area . 
this, survey stones are not plated on the bends and boundaries of each 
holding during resurvey . This causes much difficulty for the parties to 
know the boundary of 

their lands as per resurvey . Considering 
the high value of the land in Kerala State - it is necessary to have 
the boundaries of each holding properly demarcated with survey stones during 
resurvey , so that the parties can know the boundaries of their lands and 
grievances if any with regard to demarcation of their lands redressed . The 
cost of survey stones and other incidental charges for survey are recoverable 
from the parties. District Development Councils have also recommended 
for planting survey stones in all bends the individual holdings. Planting 
of survey stones in all bends of the holdings 

will also help for easy 
identification of holdings and also prevent arbitrary encroachments on both 
Government lands and private lands. This is also helpful for updating the 
survey work during maintenance work . Taking into consideration of all 
these aspects it has become necessary to amend the Rules 9 ( 1) and 66 of 
Kerala Survey and Boundaries Rules to achieve the above object.

The Head Clerks of Munsiff s Courts and Central Nazirs were in the same 
scale of pay. Subsequently the posts of Head Clerks were upgraded as Junior 
Superintendents . The posts of Head Clerk still exist in Mulaisiif s Magistrates 
Courts and some of the Munsifl s Courts where the sanctioned strength of 
Clerks is below 16 , but not less than 10 . Since Junior Superintendent is a cate 
gory higher than Head Clerks of Munsiff s Courts and Central Nazirs, Junior 
Superintendents should be preferred for promotion to Sheristadar of Subordinate 
Courts and Head Clerks of District Courts. It is also necessary to prescribe the 
method of appointment and qualification for the

further to amend the Nurses and Midwives Act , 1953 . 

Preamble. — WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Nurses and 
Midwives Act, 1953, for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

Be it enacted in the Thirty -second Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Nurses 
and Midwives (Amendment) Act, 1981 . 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Government may, by 
notification in the Gazette, appoint. 

2. Insertion of new section 24A . After section 24 of the Nurses and Midwives 
Act, 1953 ( X of 1953) , the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

“ 24A . Renewal fees.- ( 1) For the retention of a name in a register 
• after the expiry of five years from the date on which the name is first registered 

under this Act, there shall be paid for each five years to the Council a renewal 
fee of rupees ten in respect of each register . 

(2) The renewal fee payable under sub-section (1) shall be paid in such 
manner as may be prescribed, before the 1st day of April following the expiry 
of the period of five years referred to in that sub -section : 

Provided that in the case of any person who on or before the commence 
ment of the Nurses and Midwives (Amendment) Act, 1981, has completed 
five years after he has been registered under this Act, such fee shall be paid 
within a period of three months from such commencement or within such 
further period as may be specified by the Government by notification in the 
Gazette . 

(3) Where a renewal fee is not paid before the due date, the Registrar 
shall remove the name of the defaulter from the register: 

Provided that the name so removed may be restored to the register on 
payment, in such manner as may be prescribed , of the renewal fee together 
with such fine as may be prescribed. 

(4 ) On payment of the renewal fee and the fine, if any, the Registrar 
shall give a receipt in the prescribed form and such receipt shall be sufficient 
proof of the renewal of registration of the person concerned ." ..

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The Nurses and Midwives Act, 1953 , does not provide for the renewa 
of registration of nurses, midwives, auxilary nurse inidwives, health visitors 
and public health nurses who are registered or deemed to be registered under 
the Act. In the absence of a provision for renewal of registration , the name 
of a person once entered in the register continues to find a place in the register 
with the original registered address even though that person might have chang 
ed his address or might even have passed away . So the register may be de 
fective and cannot be relied upon even for statistical purposes and thus it 
may not serve the purpose for which it is intended . The Indian Nursing 
Council and the Kerala Nurses and Midwives Council have recommended 
that suitable provisions might bemade in the Act for the renewal of registration 
of nurses, midwives , etc. 

2. The Bill seeks to amend the Nurses and Midwives Act, 1953 , for the 
above purpose. 

FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


The Bill, if enacted and brought into operation , would not involve any 
expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of the State . 

MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Sub -clause (2) of clause 1 of the Bill seeks to empower the Government to 
appoint, by notification in the Gazette,the date on which the Act shall come 
into force. 

Sub -section (2 ) of section 24A , proposed to be inserted by clause 2 of the 
Bill, empowers the Government to prescribe the manner in which renewal 
fee shall be payable. The proviso to that sub -section empowers the Govern 
ment to specify the further period beyond the period of three months referred 
to in the proviso, within which certain persons shall pay the fee for renewal 
of registration . The proviso to sub -section (3) of the said section empowers 
the Government to prescribe the manner in which renewal fee is to be paid 
in the case of persons whose names have been removed from the register , 
and the fine to be paid along with the renewal fee, for restoration of their names 
in the register. Sub -section (4 ) of the said section empowers the Government 
to prescribe the form of the receipt to be given by the Registrar on payment of 
the renewal fee and fine, if any. 

The above are matters of procedure or detail or of administrative 
nature . 

The delegation of legislative power is, thus, of a normal character.

2. Amendment of Act 17 of 1974. - In section 57 of the Kerala University 
Act, 1974 (17 of 1974), for sub-section (6), the following sub -section shall be, 
and shall be deemed always to have been , substituted , namely : 

“ (6 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub - sections (1) and (4 ), 
a teacher relieved from a private college on or after the 14th day of March , 
1974 , due to the abolition of a course of study in that private college orthe 
cessation of the period for which he was appointed or for any other reason 
except disciplinary action against him shall be given preference in the matter 
of future appointments in such private college or any of the private colleges 
under the management of the educationalagency within the University area .” . 

3. Amendment of Act 5 of 1975. — In section 57 of the Calicut University 
Act, 1975 (5 of 1975 ), for sub -section (6 ), the following sub -section shall be, 
and shall be deemed always to have been , substituted , namely : 

“ (6 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -section (1) and (4 ), a 
teacher relieved from a private college on or after the 14th day of March , 1974 , 
due to the abolition of a course of study in that private college or the cessation 
of the period for which he was appointed or for any other reason except dis 
ciplinary action against him shall be given preference in the matter of future 
appointments in such private college or any of the private colleges under the 
management of the educational agency within the University area." .

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


According to sub-section (6 ) of section 57 of the Kerala University Act, 
1974 (17 of 1974) and sub -section (6 ) of section 57 of the Calicut University 
Act, 1975 (5 of 1975), a teacher discharged from a private college on or after 
the 14th day of March, 1974 , due to the abolition of a course of study in that 
college or for any other reason except disciplinary action against him shall be 
given preference in the matter of future appointments in that private college 
or, as the case may be , any of the private colleges under the management 
of the educational agency within the University area . The High Court of 
Kerala in its Judgement dated the 19th August , 1980,- in O. P. Nos. 868/77 
and 4934/76 held that a teacher employed in a private college for a particular 
period goes out not by way of discharge for any reason but by cessation of the 
period for which he was appointed and that the protection of sub-section (6 ) 
of section 57 of the Calicut University Act, 1975 cannot be extended to such 
teachers. The Court has also observed that sub-section (6 ) of section 57 
in its present form may cause great hardship and suffering to deserving teach 
ers denying them the right to be appointed when future vacancies arise 
that itmay also give a handle to themanagement to misuse the rightof appoint 
ment and that it is for the Legislature to consider this aspect of the case to 
ameliorate the service condition of teachers in distress. 

2. In the light of the above judgement of the High Court it is considered 
necessary to amend the Kerala University Act, 1974 and the Calicut University 
Act, 1975, to provide that a teacher relieved from a private college on the ces 
sation of the period for which he was appointed should also be given prefe 
rence in the matter of future appointments . 


3. The Bill is intended to achieve the above object.
